tight competition there has never been 
a sports meet held in Edmonton equal 
to the Victoria Day Carnival at Dia- 
mond Park. Nearly every race was 
a feature of the program and the 
jumps aroused more interest even 
than the races. Possibly the biggest 
event of the day was the lacrosse 
match which was the first public ex- 
hibition of the game in nearly twelve 
years, The thousand or more people 
who occupied the grand stand appre- 
clated the contest and for the major- 
ity of them it was their first sight of 
Canada’s national game 
Some Surprises 

In the fleld and track events there 
were a few surprises for the public. 
The speed made by Dunsworth in the 
hundred yards over a track half turf 
and half soft dusty earth, came al- 
most as a shock, The time was 10 2-5 
seconds, ust 1-5 second behind the 
Alberta record also made on a cinder 
straightaway. Considering that Duns- 
worth has had only two or three weeks 
training and fs still learning to run his 
time {s remarkable and a good indi- 
cation that some records are to g0 
into the limbo of forgotten history 
before the season is over. His’ time 
in the 220 yards is equally remark- 
able. This race was run on a half- 
circle part of the track, being cover- 
ed with grass about four inches long. 
His time tik this event was 25 seconds 
flat, or 4-5 of a second behind the 
Alberta record and 8 2-5 secs, behind 
the Dominion record made on a 
straight away cinder track, The big 
curve Jn the track and the long turf 
has a big effect on speed, In this 
event Dunsworth lead all the way. 

A Good Boy 

Another runner who has the ear- 
marks of a record smasher is a boy 
from the southside named Girvin, en- 
tered by the south side high school. 
In the one lap run for boys, distance 
400 yards, he simply yvalked away 
from the other competitors, doing the 
distance in 62 2-6 seconds without 
turning a halr. 


When he finished he 
appeared as fresh as when he started. 
Right from the mark he hit a fast 
pace and at no stage did he falter or 
let up. He has a good long stride, 
clean action and runs naturally. If 
he looks after himself and is properly 
trained he will go far. 

The boys’ 100 yards was 
good event, the time being fast, 
kinson winning in 11 2-5 seconds. 

The Distance Races, 

Entries in the distance races were 
not numerous but competition was 
good.

The Art of Baseball 


By Hughie S, Fullerton 


SSON 8 HOLDING UP RUNNERS 
of the greatest features of first base 
is holding base runners to the base 
and aiding the pitcher in ptopping base 
running. This perhaps the most impor- 
tant feature of the modern defeusive game 
and is much dependant upon the develop 
ment of the balk unotlon, espectally by 
left handed pitchers. 

In bolding up base runners 
baseman instantly handicaps himself in 
the field, first because he is compelled

By Physicians Under Alta.

Definite schedules for fees that may be 
paid a physician under the Workmen 
Compensation Act have been outiined by 
the Board and are published here ‘Whis
